Good Things for the Table. 


The average cook varies her chicken 


dishes very little. Try cooking chick- 
en with vegetables in the flreless or in 
a casserole. 
Put a chicken dressed 


and trussed into a * kettle with three 
'upfuls of boiling water, one teuspoon- 
ful of salt, eight small onions, und 
eight small potatoes. 
Bring to the 


boiling point and cook one-half hour, 
remove nnd leave in the cooker until 
(ho chicken is tender, three or four 
hours. 
Just before serving remove 


Hie chicken to a hot platter, arrange 
the vegetables around it und make n 
gravy. 
Molt four tablespoonfuls of 


1. utter, add four tublcspoonfuls of Hour 
and the liquor from the kettle, season 
with salt and pepper if needed. The 
chicken is seasoned before it goes into 
the cooker. Garnish \vlth water cress 
and ser\e.

Picero Relish. 


Mix one-half teasponful each of mus- 


tard, celery salt, onion juice, powdered 
sugar, and a forth of a teaspoonful of 
salt, add two egg yolks and while 
heating add drop by drop one-half cup- 
ful of olive oil. As it thickens add one 
tablespoonful 
of tarragon 
vinegar. 


Cook one-half cupful of lettuce shred- 
ded, for ten minutes in one cupful of 
boiling water with one and a half ta- 
blespoonfuls of vinegar and a half tea- 
spoonful of salt; cool and drain. Cut 
one-half Cupful of pimento in strips, 
chop one teaspoonful of chives, mis 
and put into a mason jar, shake well 
,ind keep in a cold place. It will be 
ready to use in an hour. This relish 
is very good to use as a sandwich fill- 
ing. 


Sponge Cake. 


Beat two eggs until light, and add 


gradually, beating constantly, one and 
a third teaspoonfuls of cream of tar- 
tar. nnd one cupful of sugar; then 
add a half cupful of scalding milk in 
which one tablespoonful of butter is 
melted and one and one-eighth cupfuls 
of sifted flour with one-half teaspoon- 
ful of soda. Bake in a buttered and 
(loured cake tin 45 minutes. 


Raised Cake. 


Add two cupfuls of brown sugar to 


a cupful of butter or other shortening 
and then add two eggs well beaten, 
two cupfuls of light bcead sponge, 
two teaspoonfuls of cinnamon, one of 
doves, and two teaspoonfuls of soda. 
Mix well and add two cupfuls of mis* 
ins, cut in bits and mixed with the 
Hoar, add one cupful of flour, turn Into 
two buttered pans, cover and let raise 
several hours. Bake one hour, frost 
with uncooked frosting. 


Woman Rural Mail Carrier 


Has Traveled 93,600 Miles 


Braving snow, sleet, drifts, biting 


winds in the winter and blistering and 
scorching heat in the summer. Miss 
Julia M. Shafer of Knoxville, Md., for 
32 years has served the United States 
as rural mail carrier. 


She is now covering the same route 


her father traveled 14 years ago, when 
the route first was established. 
Miss 


Shafer in those days was a substi- 
tute for her father; now the father Is 
substituting for her. 


In the 12 years that Miss Shafer 


has carried mail It Is estimated that 
she has traveled 03,000 miles. 
She 


makes 23 miles six days the week. 
With the exception of the regular 15- 
day annual vacation Miss Shafer has 
been off duty only 30 days in 12 years. 


It is a hard snow or a destructive 


storm that prevents this woman car- 
rier from making the rounds dally. 
Ordinarily she uses a horse ami buggy. 
The type of roads, extending through 
the mountain section of the country, 
would not permit of the use of a motor 
car. 


When roads are blocked by drifts, 


as is often the case in the winter, she 
discards the old covered buggy and 
ventures forth on horseback. Three 
years ago she delivered the malls in 
this manner for several weeks. 


She is her own housekeeper. Each 


night when she returns from her work 
she plunges into the midst of house- 
work.

PISH DISHES. 


The Norwegian people having so 


much coast line always have flab, yet 


never Mem to tire of it. 
One of the most deli- 
cious of fish fishes Is 
made from canned fish- 
balls, making a white 
sauce and serving them 
hot in the sauce. 


The leai^ varieties of 


fish they usuall) boil, 
such as cod. haddock, 
red snapper and mack* 
erel. 
Cut the slices of 


the well-cleaned fish Jn diagonal slices, 
as the fish stays together better, and 
cook in slightly acidulated water a 
few whole bluek peppers and a little 
salt; then cover and simmer until the 
fish is tender. 


Fish Pudding—Cook the fish a little 


underdone in water with a tablespoon- 
ful of vinegar and salt and black pep- 
pers, and then drain and pound until 
all the fiber is broken. 
Now season 


with butter, cream and fish stock, un- 
til it Is of the consistency of thin cake 
batter. Pour Into greased molds and 
steam for two'hours and a half. Serve 
with drawn butter sauce. 


Cod en Casserole.—Prepare cod as 


for frying. Dot the bottom of the cas- 
serole with bits of butter, then place 
in it a layer of fish. Dust lightly with 
flour, salt and pepper. Dot with but- 
ter and repeat When the fish is all 
used pour over It a half cupful of wa- 
ter or fish stock, a third of a cupful 
of orange juice and the juice of half 
a lemon. Add parsley and onion. Fit 
the cover tightly and bake until ten- 
der. 


Baked Salmon.—Clean a four-pound 


salmon, and stuff with bread dressing 
made from a cupful of crumbs, half 
a cupful of finely chopped apple, pars- 
ley, 
onion, and salt and pepper to

egg to moisten. Wrap in an oiled pa- 
per and place in a baking pan with 
water and butter.

Cnt rounds of brown 
bread, toast them quickly, spread with 
soft butter, and then with the anchovy 
mixture. Garnish with sliced, stuffed 
olives, and the white of the egg, put 
.through a fruit press. Serve on a hot 
plate. 


Cream Cheese In Green Peppers*—Cut 


the stem ends from two or three green 
peppers and nil with good seasoned 
cream cheese, adding cream, salt, pep- 
per, chopped chives or onion; fill the 
prfpers after removing the seeds and 
white pulp, press the mixture into the 
peppers firmly and allow them to stand 
for a few hours on tee to get firm.

Woman Rural Mail Carrier 
Has Traveled 93,600 Miles 


Braving snow, sleet, drifts, biting 
winds in the winter and blistering and 
scorching heat in the summer. Miss 
Julia M, Shafer of Knoxville, Md*, for 
12 years has served the United States 
as rural mail carrier. 
She is now covering the same route 
her father traveled 14 years ago, when 
the route first was established. 
Miss 
Shafer in those days was a substi­ 
tute for her father; now the father Is 
substituting for her. 
In the 12 years that Miss Shafer 
has carried mall It is estimated that 
she has traveled 03,000 mites.

makes 25 miles six days the week.

Ooes Back at Least Five Centuries.— 


So Popular in Scotland In 1457 


It Interfered With Other 


Games. 


"You have to be a fine rider, do you 


not, to play golf?" was the commonest 
question In regard to the game not 
more than 35 years ago. At that time 
the man who traveled about with a set 
of golf clubs was an object of some 
astonishment to his fellow travelers! 


And yet the game of golf, according 


to the new Encyclopedia Britannica. 
goes back at least five centuries. It Is 
portrayed by early Dutch painters, who 
generally showed it being played on 
ice! 
But one of the pictures in u 


Dutch illumined Book of Hours, now 
in the British museum, is a painting of 
three men putting at a hole in the turf 
as in our modern golf. Although the 
Dutchmen played and painted golf, 
they did not write about it and we 
have no records describing the game. 


Just when Scotland took up golf 


Is unknown, but 3457 It was already so 
popular, says the Britannica, that it In- 
terfered with the more important pur- 
suit of archery. In May, 1471, an act 
of the Scottish parliament was passed 
forbidding this sport: "Futeball and 
Golfe forbidden. Item, it is statut and 
ordaint that in na place of the-renlnie 
there be usit fute-ball golfe or uther 
silk unprofitabill sports," etc. 


It is rather curious that this is an 


edict of James IV who later became 
very much attached to the practice of 
the "unprofitabill sport"—not only he. 
but his daughter, Mary Stuart. It was 
alleged by her enemies that, as showing 
her shameless indifference to Ihe fate 
of her husband, a very few days after 
his murder, she "was seen playing golf 
and pall-mall in the fields beside Se- 
ton." 


Golf has from old times been know n 


in Scotland as "the Royal and Ancient 
Game of Golf." Many uioiiarchs have 
made It their favorite diversion and 
since its introduction into America all 
the presidents have found it a favorite 
form of exercise. 


There is still standing in Edinburgh 


a monument of the prowess of James 
II as a golfer. After the Restoration 
James, then duke of York, was sent to 
Edinburgh in 1681 as commissioner of 
the king to parliament. He was chal- 
lenged by two Englishmen, nobles of 
his suite, to play a match against them, 
for a very large stake, along with any 
Scotch ally he might select. With his 
partner, who was one "Johne Pater- 
sone," a shoemaker, the duke easily 
won the game. He made over half of 
the large stake to his humble co-ad- 
jutor, who herewith built himself a 
house at No. 77 Cannongate, which has 
always been called Golfer's Land. 


Luminous Watch Dial. 


The first thing to do Is to procure an 


ounce of calcium sulphide, luminous* 
The cost since the war Is $1 an ounce, 
but you can fix perhaps 50 watches 
with that amount. This element ab- 
sorbs light, and after being exposed 
to any bright light for five minutes will 
glow with a purple light for about four 
hours, says Popular Science Monthly.

George 
Richard, formerly of Providence, R. L, 
on a southern Alberta farm got 2,052 
bushels of wheat from a 50-acre field, 
or over 40 bushels per acre, and from 
a 50-acre field of oats got a return of 
76 bushel.«? per acre and still had some 
sheaves left over for feeding.

ice with the Canadian forces In Europe, 
and at the present time th ert is gen­ 
erally speaking no surj)lus of labor for 
the ordinary channels of Industry, to 
say nothing of the abnormal deoaands 
of harvest time. 
The situation, how­ 
ever, has to some extent been met by 
the action of the Canadian militia de­ 
partment, who have released ail such 
men who are still in training in the 
western military camps and who desire 
ro engage in harvest work for a period 
of generally one month. 
The actual number of men engaged 
in 1916 in harvest ^vork was between 
forty and fifty thousand. 
Wages were 
higher than usual, running from $2,50 
to $4.00 a day with board, and from 
$35 to $G0 a month.—Advertisement,

GOLF AtW GAME 


Was Once Played in Holland on 
the Ice. 


Goes Back at Least Five Centuries— 
So Popular in Scotland In 1457 
It Interfered With Other 
Games. 


“You have to be a fine rider* do you 
not, to play golf?" was tho commonest 
question in regard to tlie gamo not 
more than 35 years ago. At tliat time 
tho man \vho traveled about witli a set 
of golf clubs was an object of somo 
astonishment to his fellow* travelers 1 
And yet tho game of golf, according 
to tho now Encyclopedia Britannlca, 
goes back at least five centuries. It Is 
portrayed by early Dutch palntoi*s, who 
generally showed it being played on 
ice! 
But one of the pictures in a 
Dutch illumined Book of Hours, now 
in the British nniseum, is a painting of 
tlireo men putting at a hole in the turf 
as in our modern golf. 
Although the 
Dutchmen played and painted golf, 
they did not write about it and wo 
have no records describing the game. 
Ju st when Scotland took up golf 
is unknown, but 1457 it was already so 
popular, says the Britannlca, that it in­ 
terfered with the more important pur­ 
suit of archery. In May. 1471, an act 
of the Scottish parliament was passed 
forbidding this sport: 
“Futeball and 
Golfo forbidden. Item, it is statut and 
ordalnt that in na place of th arealm e 
there bo iisit fute-ball golfo or uther 
silk unprofitablll sports," etc. 
It is rather curious that this is an 
edict of James IV w^ho later became 
very much attached* to the practice of 
the “unprofitablll sport”—not only he, 
but his daughter, Mary Stuart. It was 
alleged by her enemies that, as showing 
her shameless indifference to the fate 
of her husband, a very few days after 
his nmrder, she “was seen playing golf 
and pall-mall in the fields beside Se- 
ton,” 
Golf has from old times been known 
in Scotland as “tho Royal and Ancient 
Game of Golf." 
Many monarchs have 
made it their favorite diversion and 
since its inti-oduction into America all 
the i)resldents have found it a favorite 
form of exercise. 
There is still standing in Edinburgh 
a monument of the prowess of James 
n as a golfer. 
After the Restoration 
James, then duke of York, was sent to 
Edinburgh in 16S1 as commissioner of 
the king to parliament. 
He w^as chal­ 
lenged by two Englishmen, nobles of 
his suite, to play a match against them, 
for a very large stake, along with any 
Scotch ally he might select. 
With his 
partner, who was one “Johne Pater- 
sone,” a shoemaker, the duke easily 
won the game. 
He made over half of 
the large stake to his humble co-ad- 
jutor, who herewltli built himself a 
house at No, 77 Cannongate, w^hich has 
always been called Golfer’s Land. 


Luminous Watch Dial.

Trolley Right of Way, 
Aiithorizing the purchase of the entire 
right of w*ay of the Gettysburg R^iilway 
Company on the battlefield, for the Get­ 
tysburg National Park, and carrying with 
it an appropriation of $30,000 for this pur 
pose. Congressman C. W. Beales has in­ 
troduced in the House of Representatives 
a bill bearing tins tiMo: 
“To authorize and direct the. Secretary 
of \Var to acquire, by purchase, certain 
lands embraced within the battlefi»'ld of 
Gettysburc, and making appropriation 
therefore.” 
The bill, which was immediately refei^ 
red to the Commit (ee on the Public Lands, 
is understood toj have the approval of 
the National Park Commission which 
has never regarded with particular favor 
the running of electric c»nrs over the 
field. By the bill, the rails, ties and su­ 
perstructure are to remain the property of 
the Gettysburg Railway Company and to 
be removed by the company as required 
by the Secretary of War. The United 
States Circuit Court. 23 years ago, fixed 
the price at $30,000 for the purchase of the 
land whicli was later acquired b}^ the trol­ 
ley company. What eiToct this measure 
will have on the trollo}’^ line in Gettysburg 
is a matter of conjecture.

A nico hot dish of soup is most sue- 
talniiig and soothing on a cold night 
Sheep’s Tall Soup

in a cupful of cream. 
Serve with 
boiled rlco on a separate dish. 


Puree of Parsnip Soup.— Fry In but 
ter ono quart of tender pat'snlps, cut 
in dice. 
Cover with beef stock and 
cook until tender, press through a 
sieve and return to the fire. 
Add 
enough beef stock to make tho de­ 
sired quantity of soup and thlcKon 
with a tablespoonful each of flour 
and butter. 
Reheat, season and serv« 
hot. 
Italian Chestnut Soup.—Shell and 
blanch 50 largo chestnuts, cover with 
veal 3tock, add two tablespoonfuls of 
bread crumbs, salt, popper and nut­ 
meg to season, and simmer for tw# 
hours or more. Press through a slevo, 
measure tho quantity of soup and 
add half as much boiling milk. Thicken 
with the yolk of an egg beaten with a 
littlo cold milk and serve with crou­ 
tons. 
Mock Turtle Soup.—Clean a calf’» 
head thoroughly, split the head, tako 
out tho oyes and cover with salted wa­ 
ter, bring to a boil, cook for half an 
hour, take out tho head, remove tho 
bones, peel the tonguo and cut up rho 
rest of the moat in small pieces, strain 
tho liquor and return it to the pot 
with tho meat, adding more water if 
necessary. 
Chop fine ono small onion 
and a head of celery and add to tho 
soup. 
Season with pepper, salt, cloves anrl 
cinnamon to taste.
